THE “KING’S” AND THE COFFEE HOUSES 


From an article by J. A. Aytoun Ellis in “Theatre World” 


One afternoon in January 1665, Dryden, the poet and playwright, was seated on the 
balcony of “Will’s” coffee-house. It stood on a corner of the most fashionable part of 
London, only a stone’s-throw from the King’s Theatre, recently opened in Drury Lane 
by Tom Killigrew, England’s first actor-manager. He it was whom Dryden expected as 
his eyes scanned the narrow streets below. They were to discuss the casting of his new 
play, “The Indian Emperor,” which Killigrew was to introduce in March. 


It was most unusual at that time of year for Dryden to desert his seat of honor by 
the fireside. But this January weather was freakish, the air being still and stifling, as 
it had been for some weeks past, and as it was to be for many months to come. 


At last Dryden saw his visitor approaching and waved a friendly greeting. Tom Killi- 
grew was a man in advance of his generation. He was the first to employ women on the 
stage, an innovation not altogether popular with the one-time Commonwealth supporters 
who considered the theatre in any form distasteful and indeed, wicked. Hitherto, all 
the female roles had been played by young men, and in regard to this there is a good 
story of Charles II being kept waiting for the curtain to rise on “Hamlet” at the Duke’s 
Theatre. Sending Lord Rochester back to learn the cause of the delay, the latter returned 
to inform the King that, “The Queen was not quite shaved.” ‘“Oddsfish!” said his Majesty, 
“T beg Her Majesty’s pardon. We will wait till her barber has quite done with her.” 


Cromwell had closed all the theatres and disbanded the players, but one of the first 
acts of Charles II at the Restoration had been to authorize Killigrew and Davenant to 
form two theatrical companies. 

Killigrew had entered “Will’s” and climbed the narrow stair, and, after a cordial greet- 
ing, and the formality of a pinch of snuff from Dryden’s box, they were soon engaged in 
earnest conversation. And there were many in that company of beaux and wits who 
would have given a great deal to overhear the discussion. For this was London’s greatest 
“sossip-shop.” Of all the coffee-houses that had sprung up like mushrooms since Pasqua 
Rosee opened London’s first one in Cornhill thirteen years previously, “Will’s” was not 
merely the “vestibule to the temple of literary renown” but the very fountainhead of 
gossip, scandal and rumour in an age when news was picked up in conversation and 
passed on by the listener at his next port of call. This invariably meant at the next 
coffee-house; for if he be a painter or sculptor he would go on to “Old Slaughter’s;” if 
a physician, he would consult with his colleagues at “Garraways;” whilst the lawyers 
favoured “Nando’s” or the “Rainbow” in Fleet street; the city merchants met at “Lloyd’s,” 
“Batford’s” or the “Jerusalem.” 

Every man had his favorite coffee-house where he combined business and pleasure, 
and where he could meet his fellows, discuss politics, or learn about the latest play or 
poem. Any man could gain admission by paying a penny to the lady presiding at the 
bar. Once inside he was privileged to sit wherever there was a vacant seat and engage 
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his neighbor in conversation. A printer’s devil might find himself next to a belted earl, 
an illiterate apprentice alongside an eminent divine. Paying twopence for his dish of 
coffee he was one of the great democratic company. If he did not wish to talk, he listened. 

On this particular occasion, however, he could not listen to Tom Killigrew’s whispered 
conversation with John Dryden. It concerned a beautiful young girl who had recently 
entered his training school and who showed such remarkable talent that he had decided 
to give her the leading part in Dryden’s new tragedy. The girl was Nell Gwynne. 


At the opening performance of “The Indian Emperor” the King himself was present. 
It was in the afternoon, since there was no adequate artificial lighting in those far-off 
days. That indefatigable playgoer, Pepys, was almost certainly present, as he rarely 
missed such an occasion, and even if his interest centered more in the charms and con- 
tours of the actresses than in the play, history is grateful to the diarist for his valuable 
records of the Restoration period. Charles was completely captivated by Nell, who, for 
six years, was to delight the audiences at the King’s Theatre in plays by Beaumont and 
Fletcher, Ben Jonson, Dryden and others before renouncing the stage for the doubtful 
privilege of being the King’s favorite mistress. 

A very different story to this may well have had to be told, for within a few weeks 
of Nell Gwynne’s debut, a terrible calamity fell upon London. The stifling weather of 
the past months was followed by the Plague that carried off one fifth of London’s popu- 
laticn. The King and his court hastily left for the country and as the theatres depended 
almost entirely upon Whitehall for patronage, they closed down, Nell going to Oxfordshire. 

But the coffee-house for the most part remained open for the faithful few who never 
deserted London at that fearful time. The Great Fire that followed destroyed many of 
the coffee-houses in the City, but “Will’s” was too far west to be affected and was happily 
still there to welcome the return of Dryden and Killigrew when all the danger had 
passed. In December 1666 the King’s Theatre reopened with James Howard’s “The English 
Monsieur.” Back in London was Nell Gwynne to take the part of “Lady Wealthy.”

LOOKING BACK 


JACK KERR, son of JUNE WALKER, made his first professional appearance in 1940 
with RUTH CHATTERTON in “Tomorrow and Tomorrow.” He was a very young camp- 
er at Camp Dennis that year and found acting such a nuisance that he announced one 
night he didn’t think he would go on any more. Needless to say, he did, and he has been 
playing engagements between studies ever since. As in real life, he seems fated to 
be known as a famous actress’ son. Last year he appeared as GERTRUDE LAWRENCE'S 
son in “Oh, Mistress Mine,” and couldn’t ask for a happier fate than to repeat the re- 
lationship this week. 


Two years ago the Playhouse audiences left humming a charming old English ballad, 
“The Lass of Richmond Hill,” from GERTRUDE LAWRENCE’S play, “Lady Maria.” This 
summer tryout was the love story of Prince Regent George IV and Lady Fitzherbert. 
When the film of this story, “Mrs. Fitzherbert,” was made in England recently, PETER 
GRAVES who plays opposite MISS LAWRENCE this week played the Prince Regent. 


This week two years ago, GERTRUDE LAWRENCE took the Playhouse audiences 
completely by surprise when she appeared in “Man in Possession” with GENE RAY- 
MOND under the name Dagmar Alexander. In the program Who’s Who there was 
nothing to give the secret away, but by strange coincidence it appeared there that Miss 
Alexander had appeared there in many of the same early productions in England that 
MISS LAWRENCE had played. Her first lines, spoken off stage, tipped off the surprise. 


Last week two members of the Aldrich Family program had a happy reunion in 
Dennis. KATHARINE RAHT, who has played Mrs. Aldrich for ten years was playing 
here with HELEN HAYES in “Good Housekeeping,” and JEAN GILLESPIE who plays 
Kathleen was rehearsing for this week’s play. 
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THIS WEEK 


Anyone walking in back of the Play- 
house will hear the whirr of a sewing 
machine—going top speed. That is Irene 
Fagan, wardrobe mistress extraordinaire, 
hard at work. Toward the end of the 
week, the cast of the coming show de- 
scends on her for buttons to be sewed on 
and costumes to be fitted. One wants a 
hat to wear; another needs a pair of knick- 
ers and loud golf socks; and there is still 
a sofa to be covered and two pairs of 
drapes to be stitched. Somehow Irene 
manages to do it all, and every job has 
to meet her own standards of perfection. 
Doing something just for the effect is not 
enough, for no one guards the Playhouse’s 
professional standards more closely than 
Irene. 


Irene’s name has fooled many into imag- 
ining that she even looks as though she 
has kissed the Blarney Stone. But her 
slight accent is the real proof that she 
was born Irene Erickson of Darlana, 
Sweden. When she was eleven, the fam-

ily migrated to this country, and Irene 
went to school in New Haven where her 
father worked for the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad. Irene 
started out with the same company before 
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she married vaudevillian Charles Fagan. 
When her marriage broke up, she went to 
New York and landed an office job on 
Wall Street. But the evenings were lone- 
ly and she missed the excitement of the 
theatre, so she volunteered to take charge 
of the costuming of the Neighborhood 
Theatre on Grand Street. 

For seven years, Irene sewed the com- 
pany together until the group concluded 
with a real Broadway production, “The 
Grand Street Follies,” which moved up- 
town to the Booth Theatre. Irene moved 
to the Great White Way with them and 
stayed to supervise the wardrobe of the 
late Oscar Hammerstein’s “Music Box Re- 
vues,” “The Greenwich Village Follies,” 
and many Shubert productions. 

Since Raymond Moore brought her to 
the Playhouse in 1931, Irene has sewed,

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mended and pressed scores of great stars 
into shape for performance. No matter 
how tired she gets, she still stands by un- 
til the curtain falls each night, willing to 
help everyone at a moment’s notice. The 
only emergency that rouses her temper 
is the loss of her scissors. Each year the 
apprentices learn that borrowing Irene’s 
scissors is “verboten” unless they are used 
in her sight. 


Irene lives in Dennis with her brother, 
Thor, in a neat little Cape Cod cottage 
painted in the Swedish colors, blue and 
yellow. Someday she plans to retire and 
set up her loom in the front window. Her 
mother, an expert weaver, taught her to 
make beautiful rugs, and Irene has saved 
scraps of material from every production 
she has worked on to make into rugs. But 
right now she is too busy, and for many 
winters to come she will probably still put 
off the trip to Sweden—which she has 
never seen since her childhood—and the 
weaving, to take another job with a Broad- 
way show. She would especially enjoy 
doing another with Signe Hasso, the Swed- 
ish star whom she met this summer for 
the first time, so they could reminisce in 
their native tongue over a good cup of 
Swedish coffee.

1947 when the Playhouse celebrated its 
coming of age, a little man with glasses 
and a long cigar came in for the lion’s 
share of the festivities. The twenty-one 
candles also stood for Albert Gazverde’s 
years at the Cape Playhouse. When the 
season closes next week, he will have built 
about three hundred and fifty sets in our 
Scene Shop, besides building, and later 
remodeling, the theatre itself. 


When young Albert came to Dennis with 
Cleon Throckmorton to build the theatre, 
he was so sure his job would end there 
that he turned down the offer to buy a 
house he liked for only a few hundred 
dollars. It was too far from New York 
for weekend commuting. He has often 
spoken regretfully of his lack of foresight 
in real estate, but he has never regretted 
staying in New York, his favorite town. 


Albert speaks like a native of the Big 
Town—which he has been ever since the 


family immigrated from France when he 
was five—but at home the Gazverdes use 
their mother tongue. When he finished 
school, Albert went to work in the order 
department of Cartier’s, under Jules 
Glaenzer. In three years he was sworn 
into the Army and fought the battle of 
Fort Slocum here in this country for the 
duration of the First World War. Since 
he had missed all the excitement, Cartier’s 
seemed even more routine, so he left to 
look for some glamor in the movie studios 
in New York.

Last winter he turned his skill to a new 
field for him, television. Over at CBS, the 
shop looks like a family affair. Albert and 
his two brothers and two nephews are all 
at the carpenter’s bench.

THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed to establish a drama, music, ballet, 
horticulture and fine arts center at the Cape Playhouse.

GERTRUDE LAWRENCE (Stella), 
one of the few international stars with 
equal box office appeal both in England 
and the United States, has no more en-

where than on the 
Cape, which has 
claimed her as its 
own.

the tryout of an English costume play, 
“Lady Maria.” The only summers she has 
missed were during the war years when 
the theatre was closed. But even then 
Miss Lawrence didn’t desert the Cape. 
When Mr. Aldrich was a Commander in 
the Navy, serving here and in England, 
she established the Gertrude Lawrence 
Chapter of the American Theatre Wing 
which brought entertainment, records, 
books, and athletic equipment to boys in 
the outposts and rest camps on the Cape. 
She took time out from her activities 
here and at the Stage Door Canteen in 
New York to tour the European Theatre 
of War, prior to and after D-day, to open 
the Paris Stage Door Canteen, and then 
to entertain the troops in the South Paci- 
fic area in the spring of 1945. Last fall 
she left Dennis early in September to play 
in her native London for the first time 
since her marriage. For more than nine 
months she has played “September Tide’”’ 
to capacity audiences, closing only two 
weeks before the opening here to return 
to the Playhouse. We are delighted, to 
have her back home and very proud to 
be able to present her in the American 
premiere of “September Tide.’ Although 
she has arrived too late to see her beau- 
tiful roses and blue hydrangea in bloom, 
she is looking forward to the Cape Indian 
Summer which she had to leave so reluc- 
tantly last fall. 


PETER GRAVES (Evans) is making his 
first American appearance—in fact, his 
first trip to America this week. He flew 
to this country from London especially 
for “September Tide,” the first time that 
a summer theatre has ever imported an 
actor. Earlier this spring and summer he 
toured England with Margaret Lockwood 
in “Private Lives.” Mr. Graves had no:in- 
tention of going into the theatre when he 
left Harrow, although his mother had been 
an actress and played the original “Merry 
Widow” in London. He first went into 
Lloyd’s where he found insurance forms 
a bore, so he tried an Estate Agency, but 
he claims he was a failure at that. While 
he was unhappily trying to decide on a 
new career in 1934, he met producer C, B. 
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Cochran, a great friend of his mother’s, 
who suggested that he go into his new 
production, “Streamline.” The new career 
was found and from this he went into 
Ivan Novello’s Drury Lane production, 
“Careless Rapture,’ and the London Re- 
pertory Company. In 1943 he played op- 
posite Mary Ellis in the musical, “Arce de 
Triomphe.” In fact, for eight years he 
sang the roles of mythical princes in op- 
erettas until he was rescued from regal 
robes by Carol Reed’s film, “Kipps,” in 
1943. He made several pictures for J. Ar- 
thur Rank with Margaret Lockwood, then 
signed with Herbert Wilcox for “Spring 
in Park Lane” and ‘Maytime in Mayfair.” 
His impressions of America, gained from 
the Cape, are so enthusiastic that he is 
already looking forward impatiently to 
the time when he can return for a longer 
stay. 


EDWARD ASHLEY (Robert) is making 
his third Cape appearance this week. He 
played earlier in the season with Ruth 
Chatterton in “Lovers and Friends” and 
with Ann Harding in “Yes, My Darling 
Daughter.” The Playhouse received so 
many enthusiastic fan letters for him that 
we are happy to be able to bring him back 
so soon. Mr. Ashley defied tradition by 
going into the theatre by way of the auto 
speedways in his native Australia. A pro- 
ducer was so impressed by this attractive 
newsreel stunt-driver that he took him on 
as an actor. After many theatrical suc- 
cesses in Australia and New Zealand, Ed- 
ward Ashley went to London. The British 
film producers liked his work in such 
plays as “The Ninth Man,’ “No Exit,” 
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“And the Music Stopped,” and “Lean Har- 
vest,” and a long list of English films 
followed. Hollywood producers immedi- 
ately wanted this new personable young 
actor, and MGM signed him to appear 
with Greer Garson and Laurence Olivier 
in “Pride and Prejudice.” In between such 
Hollywood assignments as “Bittersweet,” 
“Gallant Sons,” “Maisie Was a Lady,” and 
“Come Live With Me,” he found time to 
appear at the Pasadena Playhouse in “The 
Millionairess” and “The Winslow Boy.” 
No stranger to American theatre-goers, 
he co-starred with Sylvia Sidney in the 
road tour of “Kind Lady,” and starred in 
the Broadway production of “Happy Days” 
with Diana Barrymore. 


JEAN GILLESPIE (Cherry) is a native 
Bostonian with a great theatre tradition. 
Her great-aunt was the famous actress 
Charlotte Cushman, for whom the ac- 
tresses’ home in Boston is named, and 
her great-uncle, Henry Lawrence South- 
wick, fostered the dramatic arts in Boston 
by founding Emerson College there. How-
